For Rural nail Carriers Has Been 



The new salary schedule lor ru- 
ral mail carriers has been complet- 
ed The new schedule applies 
fro.nJuty 1. The list Congress 
raised the maximum salary from 
$600 to $720 a year. It was found 
that the maximum route was 24 
miles long, and to carriers on 
routes of this length, numbering 
about 12,000 the maximum salary 
will be paid. The salaries of car- 
b on routes shorter than the 
maximum was fixed by deducting 
$18 for each mile less than 24. The 
net result has been slightly over 
two-thirds of the whole force of 24,. 
500 rural carriers have received in- 
creases of $100 a year in their sala- 
. The remaining carriers have 
received less than this amount.

tune ot the water carried down enor- 
mous quantities of stones, and spread 
iheni over what had been fertile fields, 
..•■populating many prosperous valleys. 
The cost to the French people, has al- 
ready run into tens of millions of dol- 
lars, and the end is not yet. The loss 
is out of ail proportion to any gain 
which may have been derived from 
tbe mountain pastures, and even the 
>beep owners lhemfelves are losers in 
the end. as the sheep industry in that 
region has been utterly ruined 

Then the grazing- animals do fur- 
*her harm by browsing on the young 
Krowth, and on the tender shoots and 
branches of the larger trees, often 
making them unsightly or unsound. 

Insects are always at work in the 
forest, and sometimes (heir ravages re- 
sult in serious loss. During tbe last 
20 years the larva of a saw-fly has been 
eating the foliage of the larch trees In 
the Adlrondacks to such an effect that 
nearly every fullgrown tree of this spe- 
cies has been killed in that region. The 
work of the elm beetle, the gypsy moth 
and many other insects is too well 
known to require tomment. 

Many other enemies have the trees, 
amongst them being the fungli, which 
ever ready to attack a fresh wound, 
of any kind. Their ravages may often 
be prevented by a dab of paint or tar, 
which will exclude the air and the 
spores with which it is laden. The 
wind sweeps through the forest, some- 
times doinjr good by removing the old 
and dying trees, and sometimes doing 
harm by throwing down those which 
have not yet reached maturity. The 
influence of snow, also, is two-fold. It 
does great good by protecting the soil 
and tbe young trees, and it often docs 
treat harm by bending and breaking, 
and crushing out of shape, many tall 
young members of tbe forest. 

Of course, our forests should be pro- 
tected, for the best of business reasons, 
but there are trees in this country 
hlch are entitled to our consideration 
and protection, not so much on account 
of their money value, but because they 
among the wonders of tbe world. 
Of course, I refer to the big trees of 
California, many of which seemed to 
be doomed unless the United States 
government takes immediate steps to 
preserve them. These trees are unique 
and of world-wide fame. They tower 
400 feet above the ground, and the age 
ot some of them Is said to be 10,000 
years, krnbbt hahoijd bat n Be.

request from Superintendent ol 
Public Instruction Fuqua, Attor- 
icral Hays today rendered 
an official opinion construing sub' 
sections 5 and 6 of Section 4,370, 
Kentucky Statutes, in which he 
holds that the common school sys- 
tem is entitled to .5399 of the whole 
State tax. and that the comi 
school fund is entitled to have its 
proportion of the funds derived from 
the insurance department set aside 
to this department. 

He holds that for the year i 
ing June, 1904, there should have 
been placed to the credit of the 
school fund $95,000, this being its 
proportionate part of the $215,000 
turned into the treasury from this 
scource. He estimates that between 
$110,000 and $115,00(1 will be due 
:hisfund from the money turned 
nto the Treasury June, 1906. 

He further holds th a the school 
fund is entitled to the proportionate 
partoftbe funds turned into the 
Treasury since the law has- been in 
force since 1898, which will amount 
to about $500,000. 

Heretofore the funds from the in- 
surance department have been cov- 
red into the Treasury and none of 
tbem devoted to the school fund.

not encouraging. 

"Mortgages can be had in limit- 
ed quantities which will insure 
four per cent., with good security 
for not to exceed five years. Bonds 
yielding three per cent, for twenty 
years are to be had, but it would 
be difficult to find to-day a fifty- 
year investment in the nature of a 
loan with an adequate margin of 
security against future contingen 
cies which would yield more thar 
two per cent. 

"If a four per cent, five year mort

CAMPAIGN ISSUES. 

Democratic Political Text • Book 
W»l Be Turned Over to Na 
tional Committee. 




Washington, July 19 - Imperial- 
ism, the tariff and the trusts are 
8ubje:ts most exhaustively 
treated in the Democratic cam- 
paign book, which Chairman Cow- 
herd, ot the Democratic National 
Committee, has just completed, and 
the manuscript of which will be 
turned over to the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee as soon as that 
body organizes, July 26. 

The contents of the book are as 
yet sacredly guarded, because 
tain chapters are lacking, notably 
the speeches and letters of accept- 
ance of Judge Parker and Senator 
Davis. When these have been pro- 
vided, the National Committee will 
look after the printing of the volume 
which is to serve as a text-book to 
active Democratic partisans 
The most striking featur 
text-book is the evident purpose to 
make the personality of President 
Roosevelt one of the issues of the 
coming campaign. Speeches by 
Congressman Kitchen and others, 
attacking the chief executive, are 
given important positions in the 
book. 

It is said that the currency ques- 
tion is entirely ignored, but it is 
likely that the party managers will 
insist on some formal recognition of 
Judge Parker's position in the mat- 
ter.

A couple of years later an officer with

It bore an official address and con- 
tained the rough, penciled draft of an 
official communication that had evi- 
dently been thrown away after a fair 
copy had been made. When the officer

TRAGIC DEATH 



Of Another Prominent Official of 
Louisville Wednesday. 



Circuit Judge Upton W. Muir 
Drowned While Surf Bathing 
In the Ocean. 



Cape May, N. J., July 20.— Judgi 
Upton W. Muir, of Louisville, wai 
drowned here today at noon, while 
surf bathing, in water only knee 
deep. His body was recovered 
floating face downward when found, 
Upton W. Muir was born in Lou- 
isville. December 20, 1863. He was 
an active youth and attended Prof. 
Cbenault's school until going to the 
University of Virginia, "where he 
graduated from the College of Lib- 
eral Arts in 1887. In 1888 he was 
given the degree of Bachelor of 
and came to Louiavllle at 
once to engage in the practice ol 
law with his distinguished father, 
Judge P. B. Muir, the firm being 
P. B. & Upton Muir. 

The firm continued in existence 
until the spring ot 1902, when the 
son was appointed by Gov. Beck- 
ham to fill one of the two judgships 
of the Circuit Court, created by an 
act of Legislature. He was elected 
to fill the short term at the Novem- 
ber election in 1902, and m Novem- 
ber 1903, was elected for a term of 
six years. 

Mrs. Muir, who, with her two 
children, Peter B. and Elizabeth, 
accompanied Judge Muir to Cape 
May, was Miss Hebe Harrison, a 
noted beauty of Charlotteville, Va. 
Their friendship began during 
Judge Muir's college days and their 
marriage followed soon after his 
graduation. 

A successor to Judge Muir will be 
appointed by Gov. Beckham, but as 
court is not now in session, it is 
probable that the appointment will 
not be made until early in Septem- 
ber,
